New Railroad 
East Liverpool is hoping and praying that the Inter- 
•tale commerce commission shall loc.k with favor upon 
the application of the Pittsburgh, Lisbon dc Western rail­ 
road for permission to construct two branch lines one 
of 13 miles from the Ohlo-Pennsylvanla border, east of 
here, to Negley and another of 27 miles from Millrock, 
near Negley, to Youngstown. 
If the federal hoard grants the necessary permission 
and likewise approves (ho plan to sell the road to the 
Montour company, a coal carrier flow operating in the 
Burgettstown, Moon Run and Clinton districts on the 
•onthern side of the Ohio river, it will mean much to the 
pottery center of America, now dependent, in the main. 
upon the Pennsylvania system for freight service. 
While the purpose of tile proposed extension is to 
provide cheaper freight rates for shipments of coal and 
other supplies by rail-water routs for the Youngstown 
■feel mills, It Is certain to prove of benefit to the East 
Liverpool district, for it mill provide a completing lino 
tor other freight. 
And, too, it Is not Improbable that the construction 
of the line, lf permitted, will prove a factor in hastening 
the day when a large manufacturing plant shall be erect­ 
ed on the old city farm and Dawson tract at the state 
line, purchased several years ago by representatives of 
out-of-town capital. 
Another railroad and a mill would prove a boon to 
the Ceramic City.

Ohio And The Presidency 
The presidential preference primary In Ohio on April 
S4 will be of particular significance for two reasons— 
first, because of its possible Influence on the final re­ 
sult In November, and second, because It will be the 
first time the women have had opportunity to express 
their will as to party choice for president and vice­ 
president. 
Ohio is one of seventeen states which conducts a 
presidential primary election for choosing delegates to 
the national conventions. 
On primary day this year the following delegates 
•rill be selected to attend the Republican convention in 
Kansas City on June 12: Seven delegales-at-large and 
44 district delegates—two from each of the 22 congres­ 
sional districts—and an alternate tor each delegate, mak­ 
ing Bl delegates aud Bl alternates In the Kansas City 
entourage. 
Ohio delegates to the Democratic convention In 
Houston on June 26 will he the samo in number as in 
1824—six f delegutes-at-large and 44 district delegates, 
with a total delegate strength of BO—and BO alternates 
There Is another distinguishing feature about the 
Ohio primary. 
It bas the presidential preference fea­ 
ture, which many of the states that conduct primary 
•lections do not have. 
Voters express by their primary 
ballots their preference, both first and second choice 
tr • candidates for president and vice-president In their 
respective political parties. 
This primary election pre­ 
ference as expressed by the voters, and as shown by 
the electon returns, Is binding on the delegates. 
Fact that the women will participate this year for 
the first time In a presidential 
preference primary, 
makes the outcome considerably less certain than would 
be the case if comparative figures In past primaries 
4rould be taken into consideration. 
Suffrage was grant­ 
ed the women too late In 1920 for them to participate 
In the primary, and in 1924 there was no primary eon 
test to bring out the vote. 
Ohio, since the Civil war, has furnished five Rebubll- 
ean presidents—Hayes, Garfield, McKinley, Taft and 
Harding. 
But in 1912 and again in 1916, Ohio gave Its 
electoral and popular vote to a Democrat—Wilson. 
This year there will be presented to each of the 
major political conventions the names of native Ohioans 
—Willis for the Republicans, and Pomerene, and very like­ 
ly, Donahey, for the Democrats. Another native Ohioan, 
Vice-President Dawes, now a resident of Illinois, very 
probably will find himself getting attention during the 
Republican powwow. 
Ohio is a state where political enthusiasm gets under 
a full head of steam only in presidential years. 
That 
apparently is Intensely the case since the women were 
enfranchised. 
There was a spirited presidential primary in Ohio 
In 1920, mainly between Gen. Wood and Senator Hard­ 
ing. Johnson and Hoover also received votes, but made 
no active Ohio campaign.

themselves on being exceptionally intelligent and on h a l­ 
ing an edge on the rest of the world when it comes to 
being progressive and up and looking for ideas and de­ 
vices that make life easier, happier, and safer. 
Experts 
agree that Americans do know how to make life easier 
ai d happier, but they insist that when it comes to the 
matter of safety. Americans are a dumb lot cf folks. 
The first proof they cite Is perhaps the most con­ 
clusive. 
It is that American traffic accidents increase 
as roads are better. Give an American a superior pave­ 
ment, a fine straight away, and a superior car and his 
tendency is to do tilings that get himself smashed or 
killed. 
Give him bad roads and untoward traffic con­ 
ditions and he is careful to the point of minimizing 
traffic mishaps. 
Home acedents levy almost as heavy a toll as do 
traffic accidents and safety experts say they are far 
less excusable since they do not result from the hand­ 
ling of hcnvy, powerful machines that calla for a cer­ 
tain amount of skill as well as Judgment and care. 
Un­ 
fortunately, too, many of them happen to children who 
should be safe-guarded by their parents and other elders. 
So numerous are the accidents in this ra'egory that 
home has come to be any!bing but a place of safety and 
a carity, and records show that people can find more 
ways of courting death or injury under their i wii roof­ 
trees than in almost a.iy place else 
Nor is th. indictment of the American people by 
safety experts confined to the dumbness that is display­ 
ed in traffic and home accidents. 
Americar business 
and industry are supposed lo be highly efficieu. and in­ 
telligent, hut how is that supposition to be reconciled 
with the statement of a government authority that ac­ 
cidents are increasing in 90 per cent of the factories of 
the country, that the vast majority of manufacturers are 
doing nothing to safeguard their employees, raid that 
workmen’s compensation laws are not aiding the in­ 
jured in some states? 
Ethelbert Stewart, of the bureau of labor statistics of 
the United States department of 
labor, 
makes this 
startling assertion and it has been broadcast by the 
National Safety Council. 
While a few thousand manufacturers are doing an 
enormous amount of safety work, more than 90 per cent 
of American employers are doing practically nothing to 
prevent accidents, which are having a rat'ier startling 
progressive increase, say Stewart In this statement. Too 
many employers have settled down to a em ; reliance 
on the operation of workmen’s compensation a w , which 
are not solving the safety problem, according to Com­ 
missioner Stewart. 
The question that has not been solved, he says, is 
what is to be done in cases of extra-hazardous industries 
and small establishments which the Insurance companies 
refuse to insure and which are not able to qnalify as 
self-insurers and - hlcb are too widely Bcatterad and too 
unorganized to form mutual insurance association. Thus, 
although it is a general belief that workmen are pro­ 
tected, as a matter of fact injured employees in some 
states are thrown upon public charity, Just as they were 
before the enactment of the compensation laws, despite 
the fact that the cost of the insurance, which society 
is supposed to have, has been charged into the prices 
of tile commodities produced and is being paid by the 
consuming public.

A few years ago a company dinner 
■ i s n t a table loaded with such a 
Variety of foods that about all the 
guests could do was to take a mere 
taste 
of each delectable dish and 
really enjoy none. 
Occasionally, we 
atm find a hostess who feels that 
•he must treat her guests to all the 
various dishes for which she is famed. 
She wears herself out in preparing 
the dinner and is too weary to enter­ 
tain her guests or to enjoy their com­ 
pany. 
By the time dinner is served, 
•lie is too worn out to eat herself or 
to enjoy the conversation. 
Happily, the modern trend is for 
the simple, but excellently planned 
company dinner. 
W e lay more stress 
upon the quality and attractiveness 
of each separate dish than upon a 
great variety of dishes. 
We spend a 


little more time and attention upon 
the table appointments and the ease 
of service. 
We do not serve foods 
which are difficult to manipulate at 
the table. 
It Is always best to make 
the serving of a meal. whether the 
hostess serves it herself or is fortun 
ate enough to employ others to do the 
serving for her, as simple and smooth 
as possible. 
Food should always 
be carefully 
selected and prepared and only those 
foods which naturally combine well 
should be served together. 
It is al­ 
ways wise to choose foods which are 
In season. They are fresher and more 
delicious and infinitely more healthful. 
The average informal dinner con­ 
sists of four courses. 
Some clear 
soup or bouillon starts the digestive 
Juices and usually thaw's out conver­ 


sation ns well. 
In warm weather, a 
fruit cocktail may well be substituted 
for the soup course.

course is the center of the meal and 
should be carefully chosen. 
The po­ 
tatoes and usuall.v one other vege­ 
table and the rolls accompany the 
j meat.

East Liverpool women appreciate 
the sound values of electric refrigera­ 
tion. 
But that is not strange of citizens of 
a city of progress which has contrib­ 
uted so much toward the advance­ 
ment of science and industry, art and 
learning. 
The electric refrigerator was more 
or less new to the world, which look­ 
ed upon it as a novelty. In it they 
saw a marvelous superiority over the 
old-fashioned Ice-box. 
They realized 
how economically constant tem pera­ 
ture might be kept for the preserva­ 
tion of food—a 
problem In 
itself. 
They did not miss its sanitary worth. 
East Liverpool was sold on the elec­ 
tric refrigerator because its citizens 
saw a worthy purchase. 
And that is why sales of electric 
refrigerators have been so great and 
steady in the 
“Workshop 
of 
the 
World.” These machines have sold 
well through their merit—for no other 
reason. 
These buyers of electric refrigerat­ 
ors knew that, since early history, 
man 
had sought a moans of pre­ 
serving his food for the morrow—or 
the day when hunting was poor. They 
knew he had found a means of keep­ 
ing precious and lifesaving viands 
from decay with salt and ice. But ice 
often was scarce. No one cared to 
live on salt food constantly.

The critical people of this com­ 
munity watched the new device func­ 
tion. Husbands quickly saw with this 
machine they would be relieved for­ 
ever of emptying ice waste which 


upkeep, and knew the 
new machine was cheaper in the end 
There would be no purchase of toe 
daily. They would have a consistency 
In temperature that ice never could 
give. 
Year in and year out they 
would have a cool, sanitary place to 
keep food. 
But, like good housewives, they saw 
more. 
The mechanical details were 
simple. 
Their floors never would bo 
dirtied with the iceman's feet, nor 
the water dripping from the ice he 
brought in and stuffed or shoveled 
or jammed into the ice chest. Tho 
electric refrigerator was an asset Iii 
every way. 
they reasoned. 
In 
the 
warmest summer weather, in the heat 
which resolved a cake of ice into 
nothing, they would have cold, con­ 
stant temperature in which to keep 
edibles. 
It was demonstrated to them with 
the machine how food might be kept 
at a temperature from lf' to 15 de 
grees colder than with the old-fash­ 
ioned method.
